The dealli angel visited liie 
home of John C. Wood last Thurs- 
day evening, July 6, 1911, at 5:45 
o'clock, and departing, took his 
rioii! to liiitl lami wiiere sullerinir 
and trouble are unknown. 

Mr. Wood had byn ill for four 
vears, and almost helpless for two 
years, his illness resulliiig from a 
hemorrhage of the brain wilh 
which he was stricken in Louis- 
ville in 1908. Monday nionnng 
he was sti iclcen with atiotiier licrn- 
orhage vv liile seated on the uoi ch 
of his home on Holt avenue and 
gradually lapsed into unconscious 
ness fr<wn which lie never I'ullied. 

Mr. Wood was fifty years old. 
He was a son of United States 
Pension Agent A. T. Wood and 
leaves seven children. Mr. Wood 
held many Diominent i)osiiions, 
having served as State liailroad 
Commissioner, as Postmaster and 
United .States Commissioner. The 
funeral was held at the resilience 
on Hull avctuie Friday allernoon 
and the burial was in Machi>elah 
ceir.elcry . 

iJoiin C. Wood was a man with 
a big heart, always ready and wil- 
ling to go his full length for a 
friend. As an editor he made 
quite a ropiitalion for liiui'^elt', 'le- 
iiig recogni/.ed as one of the ablest 
and brainest writers in the State. 
.Vs a worker in the Republican 
parly lie was coiiMideretl one of 
tlie liardest and most elHcient par- 
ty workers in iIih South, iu all 
the positions he held during his 
short life he was never founil 
wanting iind never failed to ful- 
till liis duties in a manner hiuhly 
creditable both to himself and 
the public in general. 

But where his life was the loveli- 
est, where life is always most 
worthwhile, was his home life. It 
was there that he lived the life 
that was pure and above reproach, 
it was there that during his long 
days of suffering he was always in 
a good humor and was ever lovely 
to his wife and children to Whom 
he was so devoted. 

In the passing of JohuC. Wood, 
indeed a good man has been called 
to bid earthly friends his laMt fare- 
well and to enter his Heavenly 
home where a reward awaits all 
who life a lif^ (hat is worth the 
living. 

To the bereaved aged father and 
mother, to the devoted and loving 
wife, to the children who were 
ever ready and willing to do what 
they could to help their father 
during his long days of suffering, 
and to his kind and k>ving broth- 
ers we join their many friends and 
relatives in extending our deepest 
sympathv. 

.SKKTCH OF MR. WtX >D'h I.IKK. 

John C. Wood was born in 
Fleming oounty, Kcnladcy. De- 



cember 81, IHCO, and was in his 
51st year. When ipiite a child he 
moved here with his parents and 
obtained a common school educa- 
tion. When quite young he went 
to work in a prinlinir office in Mt. 
Sterlintr. At the ago of 19 years 
he embarked in the publishing 
business for himself, launching the 
Republican, the lirst Hepul)Iican 
newspaper ever established in this 
district, but the hard tight caused 
him to siiapend publication after a 
year's labor. 

.Mr. Wt)oil men became hjf.al 
editor of the old Sentinel, continu- 
ing with that paper until 1884, 
when lie launchetJ the Mt. Sterling 
(ia/ette. anoilier Kepublican or- 
gan, and was i^art owner at the 
time of his death. 

When a young man Mr. Wood 
began to lake an acli\ f part in 
politics and upon the resignation 
of his father, A. T Wood, as 
United ."states Commissioner, wa.s 
appointt'd to -iiccee.! hiin. In the 
congressional campaign iu wliich 
J. H. Wilson, now decpased, was 
elected to Congress, Mr. Wood 
took an active pari, the Demo- 
crats conceding that liis paper won 
the victory, anil Congressman 
Wilson endorsed him for post- 
master at Mt. Steiling, Presificnt 
Harrison giving him the appoint- 
ment. 

After serving as Postmaster, 
Mr. Wood again took charge of 
j his paper, and later wa^ ear. I:- 
jdate for Uailroail Cominissiotier 
I from the Third District, being 
nominated at Uiehmond after a 
hard liuhl and brini;- clin-en for w 
second term. He was persuaded 
to try for a third nomination, but 
was defeated after a hard tight by 
A. '1'. Sil.-r. 

Mr. Wood had served .seveial 
terms on the School Board in Mt. 
Sterling, and for twenty years 
i was cout'ty chairnian of the IJe- 
' publican Cominitlee. He was 
twice asked to take part in the di- 
rection of state campaigns at Lou- 
isville for iiis parly, and liad a 
large part in ctii rying the State 
for ihe Keiiublican ticket on twu 
occasions, in 1908 suffering a 
breakdown while at work in the 
Willson campaign which caused 
his death. i 

When in his prime Mr. Wood 
was a power in Republican poli- 
tics in llie Slate and especially in 
Eastern Kentucky, and attended 
all conventions from the time he 
was a voter until unable by illness 
to do so. 

Mr. Wood was a member of no 
cluirch, but had alwa.V8 been a 
firm believer in Christ and hi» 
teachings. In 1883 he was marri- 
ed to Miss Hattie Parker, of 
Frankfort, who besides his aged 
parents. Major and Mrs. Wood, 
survives with four sons: Parker 
Wood, of Louisville; Forrest 
Wood, of Oklahoma, Stanle.v, 
editor of our esteemed centompor- 
arv, the Mt Sterling (iazette. and 
Irwin Wood, l)olh of tiiis <-ily,. 
and three daughters, Mi-sses Mary, 
OUie and Katherine Wood. He- 
is also survived by two brothers, 
.lanies H. Wood and HofTiuan 
Wood, and one sister, Mrs. G. N. 
Goz, all of tUia count.v.

Company. wIik u i.uw upi-rali's a ti'lephono systoiii in our Citv and are 
not uniicrtaliiny; to tlianipioii lis cau.so in any -jon^e. Wiiat wo .shall 
say is as citizons. of .Ml. Sterlin;,', liavinyr the Ijcst interest of its in- 
habitants at heart and not as the representatives ot any telephone torn- 
patiy, 01 any person connected with any such coropani^. 

Our citizens need the best local and lont; distance service obtain- 
able, but two telephone systems compel everybody who needs a tele- 
phone, to have both V^ones, which is fjuite a nni^anto, to say nothinR 
of a yroat '^xneii^t^ T!io frr.nt lii-c presented aiitiiot i/.cs an increase in 
tlie rates now ( iiartjetl the Olti Kentnclcv. as on business lion.ses | dollars 
within one and a hail niih'sof theC'oni't Ilon-e. the latr stated is .•i^i!.".". 
l)er ntonih and on residence's j;i.t;,j. When on»,' thousand *pl'<'"(*'^ are 
secured the rate Is to be increased to S|3.00 per niuuLh on uusiness 
}iou.ses and $2.00 for residences, within that radius. 

The local company was required to pay *1,000.00 for its franchise, 
while the franchise proposed fixes no price at which itshall sell. This 
iVatiire and the idea af increasing the rate are manifestly unfair to the 
Jocal company. 

The CJity ha.s jasl yotten rid of many u^ly pol' - fi-oni our streets 
and are ikjw .-.xiensively iniproviny tiieni. To insiail anollici plant would 
nec< s.sil ue tiie erection of new poles b.v ihedo/.ea, thus disliguriiiif our 
City and makint; it more unsivrhtly. 

To isBt this louK distance service one must now i;o to one of the 
hotels, where the stations are located and lose much valuable time in 
delay, which arraiiitement is of course very unsatisfactory. A num- 
ber of local merchants badly need the loim di.'siance service the East 
Tennessee Telephone CijHipany furnisiies ai.d we woidd he very glad 
to s<'.' ihi'ni havf it. hut ihc whole < ()inuiunity sin)uld not suffer by the 
jiiainlt'n;;;icL' of Iwti s.vslenis to yet it. 

Tiie iranciiise of the local company rcipiires it to connect with 
any \onx distance company and the East Tennessee should arrange 
with it to furnish our people this service in that way. Its franchise 
i'urther provides that if they cannot at;ree upon the terms, each com- 
pany may select a man and those two choose a third and the three so 
.selected siiitll have authority to equitably apportion the tolls between 
tliein and li.v the lerins and conditions upon winch sucii connection 
shall lie furi'ished. il wdl therefuie he seen that the |]a-l Tennessee 
.service can Ije hail tiirou;:li the local e.\( liaii^:e \\ ithouL the City limine- 
bothered with two systems, which, as beforo .staled, is (luiie a nui.sance 
and an unnecessary burden upon our people. 

In our judtfemcnt tlie Council will best subserve the interests of 
our t'ity by refusinjj to adopt the franchise offered, autliori/.ini{ the 
installatitjn of u second system and es|iccially slioul 1 no franchise be 
sold for a tiitle, which authorizes an increase in the rate now beinj; 
paid to the local company, which is already hiuh enough. N..

Stacked in one of the corners of 
the steel ribbed vaults of the Uni- 
ted States Treasury in Washinirton 
$300,000 in g6\d coin is going beg- 
ging. The government cannot 
give it away, yet none of the 
riffhtful owners can be induced to 
take it. It represents unclaimed 
interest on the public dehts. 
Somewhere in nooks and crannies 
out>of*the«way places are the gov- 
ernment's interest checks for the 
money which never hav^ been cash- 
ed. Some of them never will be 
presented, others may l>e brouglu 
around in time, and some are be- 
ing held l)y cautious investors. 
One citizen has more than $60,- 
000 waiting for him and holds the 
checks for it. He was recently 
invited to cash in and inadt> a trip 
to Washington to tell Treasur.v 
officials the rheckt were his '..-l op 
erty; he would cash them when he 
pleased, or burn them up if he 
wished.
